W a s h ing t o n * Oct. 6.—Surgeon Gen­ 
eral Sutherland has subm itted his annual 
report upon the operations of his bureau 
for the past year to the secretary of war. 
In his report he speak s of the general 
efficiency of the hospital corps shown 
during the Sioux campaign, and urges 
that $6 per m onth be added to the pay of 
priv ates in this corps as an inducem ent 
to enlisted men to enter it. 
The general health of the arm y, the i 
report shows, is better than last year. 
The num ber of men constantly sick was 
42.71 per 1,000 the year, and 44.12 last 
year. The cases of treatm ent of alcohol­ 
ism num bered 40.73 per 1,000, as against 
41.43 in 1889 , and 56.68 the av erage dur­ 
ing the prev ious decade. 
He also reports a great improv ement 
in the diet of the men during the last 
year. 
All medical officers who refer to 
the canteen system approv e it with one 
exception. 
General Sutherland strongly 
recommends that a system atic course of 
athletic exercises be established at each 
post to improv e the physique of the men 
as this does not follow from m ilitary 
drills.

“ I t is th is way , Mr. K ennedy : The new 
law is so plainly and ho nestly wo rded th a t 
the assesso r w ho did no t assess pro p erty at 
its true cash value co uld be sent to the p e ni­ 
te ntia ry fo r it; while th e o ld law was so 
wo rded th a t an assesso r m ig h t place a value 
less th a n th e true value, and no t go to t ie 
p enitentiary . T he new law m a k e s it unsafe 
fo r th e assesso r to lie ab o ut th is m a tte r, aud 
th e o ld law did no t. T h a t q ua lity in th e new 
law is a q ua lity th at bad Republican© do n’t 
like, and th a t m ay be the cause o f m uch o f 
Mr. K e nne dy ’s dislike o f th e new law .” 
The abo ve is Puntenney against Punten­ 
ney . 
Then he go es o n and say s : 
“ J us t th ink o f a citlz’en o f th is great and 
blessed co untry getting do w n w ith th e lo w ­ 
est po litical thugs and sco undrels and ta lk ­ 
ing abo ut a D em o cratic debt o r a R epublican 
de b t,” 
The reaso n I call it a Demo cratic debt is, 
that I aim to call things by their right 
names. 
As the debt was created by Demo ­ 
crats, I call it a Demo cratic debt. 
The 
pro o f is plenty and plain : On page 28 o f 
the Audito r’s Repo rt o f i860, it is sho wn 
that the State debt, (o r Demo cratic debt) 
was $10,179 ,267.09 , after twenty y ears o f 
Demo cratic rule—two terms o f James Whit­ 
co mb, two terms o f Jo seph A. Wright, and 
o ne term o f Ashbel P. Willard, finished o ut 
by Abraham Hammo nd. 
No t o nly was a huge debt left fo r the Re­ 
publican party —then o nly fo ur y ears o ld— 
to deal with, but, under Go v. Willard, the 
Demo crats had also sq uandered the 1,250,- 
000 acres o f land do nated to the State by 
Co ngress. 
Fo r this they realized o nly abo ut 
4c. an acre, altho ugh it had been selling be­ 
fo re fo r $1.25 to $2.50 an acre. 
In this way 
they ro bbed the scho o l fund o f hundreds o f 
tho usands o f do llars. 
This lo ng perio d o f Demo cratic misrule 
and waste was fo llo wed by twelve y ears o f 
go vernment by the y o ung Republican party . 
It was called o n to manage the demo ralized 
State finances with a basis o f tax atio n less 
than the mere increase o f this y ear’s assess­ 
ment. 
Ho w they did it is sho wn by the 
o fficial reco rds. 
Besides pay ing the interest 
o n the great debt handed do wn to them, 
and large ex penses gro wing o ut o f the war, 
the repo rt o f the State Audito r fo r 1873 
(page 4 7) sho ws that at the clo se o f Go v. 
Baker’s term the debt had been reduced to 
$4,89 8,813. 
That is, mo re than o ne-half o f 
the entire debt had been paid o ff. 
Eight y ears o f Demo cratic co ntro l fo llo w­ 
ed, ending with James D. Williams’ term, 
when the debt had been increased $9 9 ,364. 
At the clo :e o f A. G. Po rter’s term (Rep.) 
the debt had been decreased $142,570, 
leaving it $4,848,608, which was the lo west 
po int reached in mo re than fifty y ears. 
At 
the same time the building o f the State 
ho use was carried o n. 
Since then, under Go v. Gray , Green 
Smith, and Demo cratic Legislatures, it has 
increased to abo ut $9 ,000,000. 
Ho w was it increased? 
Well, three y ears 
ago , $47,000 was spent fo r legislative do o r­ 
keepers, clerks, and pages. 
Large 
suits 
appro priated fo r the insane Ho spital were 
embezzled, and Sullivan ran o ff to Canada 
with it, o r sq uandered it befo re go ing. The 
sum o f $1,030 was spent amo ng the thugs to 
keep Lieut. Go v. Ko hl rtso n o ut o f the Senate 
Chamber, w hen he was no t try ing to get in. 
There was paid to Dave Go o ding, Eph. 
Marsh and o thers abo ut Greenfield $112, to 
investigate whether I had treated so me o ne 
to vo te fo r me, and failed. 
$268,300 was 
spent o n building, eq uipping and furnishing 
the Ho me fo r Feeble-minded Children, al­ 
tho ugh there w as a so lemn pro mise that its 
co st sho uld no t ex ceed $50,000, 
And so 
o n fo r q uantity . 
Mr Puntenney say s the new tax law will 
enable the peo ple to pay the debt the State 
o wes fo r the new State Ho use, and 
Asy ­ 
lums, etc. 
They do no t o we any thing o n 
the State Ho use, and its co st is no part o f 
the State debt. 
The bill autho rizing the 
erectio n o f the State Ho use was passed by a 
Republican Legislature (55 Republicans, 
44 Demo crats, and 1 Mugwump.) 
It was 
well guarded and pro vided fo r a no n-part*- 
san co mmissio n, with the Go verno r at its 
head. 
Go v. Po rter filled that po sitio n fo r 
fo ur y ears o f the time the wo rk was go ing 
o n, which included the main part o f it. 
It 
was ho nestly do ne, and finished fo r less than 
the sum appro priated; and was paid fo r as 
the wo rk pro gressed with funds raised by a 
special 2c. tax each y ear. 
No debt rests 
1 against the btate fo r it. 
The State debt is a Demo cratic debt. 
Mr. 
Puntenney say s the 
Republican 
party “ so persistently o ppo sed an ho nest 
ballo t and an ho nest electio n law that an 
ho nest and wise peo ple will send it into 
permanent retirement.” 
He say s this in the 
face o f the thwarting o f the peo ple’s will by 
altered electio n returns; by the unseating o f 
men who were fairly elected, and in o ne 
case putting in a man who was pro ven 
guilty o f bribery ; and by so gerry mandering 
the State as to give mino rities po wer o ver 
majo rities, and making vo ters so uneq ual at 
the po lls that o ne co unty has mo re po wer 
than ano ther with many times as many 
vo ters. 
Geo rge, if I were y o u, I wo uld q uit no w. 
Abo ut five y ears ago , I knew' a man who 
fell sho rt abo ut 102 vo tes. 
He himself testi­ 
fied under o ath that he knew o f no fraud in 
the electio n, and y et he w*ent to the State 
capital twice to get a seat which the peo ple 
had fairly decided they did no t w*ant him to 
have, acco rding to his o wn o ath. 
And 
then preach abo ut fair electio ns! 
O, saint­ 
ly Demo crats and Demo cratic party ! 
It is 
a wo nder the go o d Lo rd do es no t separate 
y o u fro m the wicked Republican schemers 
befo re they co rrupt y o u. 
Why do es no t Mr. Puntenney answer my 
q uestio n: In who se interest was it that he 
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twice went befo re the State Bo ard o f Tax 
Co mmissio ners, a few weeks ago ? 
Was it 
in the interest o f the po o r labo ring man and 
farmer, o r in that o f so me co rpo ratio n ? The 
peo ple want to kno w.

said to his prisoner, “ Art thou a king, 
then? ” and J esus answered, “ To this end 
was I born ” 
Sure enough, although all 
earth aud bell arose to keep him down, he 
today em pa I ac* si, sui hrtttMtl anti coro­ 
nated king til earth ami icing of heaven, 
“ To this eud was I born.” 
That is what 
he came for and that was what he accom 
plished. 
By the tim e a child reaches ten years of 
_ge the parents begin to discover that 
child’s destiny; but by the time he or she 
reaches fifteen years of age the question 
Ison the child’s lips: “ W hat am I to be? 
What am I going to be? 
W hat was I 
made for? ” 
It is a sensible and righteous 
question, and the youth ought to keep on 
asking it until it is so fully answered that 
the young man or the young woman can 
nay w’l th as in ne ii truth as its author, 
though on a less ex pansive scale, “ To this 
end was I horn.’' 
AN UN A NBW KRA BBK QUESTION. 
TImire is too much divine skill shown in 
the physical, mental and moral constitu­ 


t i o n o f the ordinary human being to sup­ 
pose that he was constructed w ithout any 
divine purpose. 
If you take me out on 
some vast plain and show me a pillared 
temple surmounted by a dome like St. 
Peter’s, and having a floor of precious 
stones, and arches that must have tax ed 
the brain of the greatest draftsman to de­ 
sign, and walls scrolled and niched and 
paneled aud wainscoted and painted, and I 
should ask you what this building was 
put up for, and you answ ered, “ For noth­ 
ing at all,” how could I believe you? 
Aud it is impossible for me to believe 
that any ordinary human being who has 
in his muscular, nervous and cerebral or 
ganization more wonders than Christopher 
Wren lifted in St. Paul’s, or Phidias ever 
chiseled on the Acroi» olis, and built in such 
a way that it shall last long after St. Paul’s 
cathedral is as much a ruin as the Parthe­ 
non—that such a tieing was constructed 
for no purpose, ami to ex ecute no mission, 
and without any divine intention toward 
some end. 
T h e object of this sermon is to 
help you to find out what you are made 
for, and help von find your sphere, and as­ 
sist yon into t hat condition where you can 
say with certainty and emphasis and en­ 
thusiasm and triton ph. “ To this end was I 
born.” 
THINGS YOU ARK NOT RESPONSIBLE FOR. 
First, I discharge you from all responsi­ 
bility for most of your environments. You 
are not responsible for your parentage or 
grand parentage. 
You are not responsible 
for any of the cranks that may have lived 
in your ancestral line, and who a hundred 
years before yon were born may have lived 
a style of life that more or less affects you 
today 
You are not responsible for the 
act that your temperament ts sanguine 
or melancholic or bilious or lymphatic or 
nervous 
Neither are you responsible for 
the place of your nativity, whether am ong 
the granite hills of New England, or the 
cotton plantations of Louisiana, or on the 
hanks of the Clyde, or the Dnieper, or the 
Shannon, or the Swine. Neither are you re 
sponsible for tile religion taught in your 
father’s house, nor the trreligion. 
Do not 
mother yourself aia>ut what you cannot 
help, or altoul circumstance* that you did 
not decree. 
. 
Take things as they are and decide the 
question so that you shall l>e able safely to 


s a y , “ To this end was I born.” 
How will 
you decide it? By direct application to the 
only Being in the universe w ho is comp© 
tent to tell you—the Lord Alm ighty. 
Do 
you know the reason why he is the only 
one who can tell? 
Because he can see 
everything between your cradle and your 
grave, though the grave he eighty years 
off. 
Aud, besides that, he is the only be­ 
ing who can see what has been happening 
for the last five hundred years in your au 
central tine and for thousands of years 
clear back to Adam, and there is not one 
person in all that ancestral line of six 
thousand years but bas somehow affected 
your character, ami even old Adam him 
self will sometimes turn up in your dispo­ 
sition. 
The only being who can take all 
things that pertain to you into considers 
lion is God, ami he is the one you can ask. 
Life is so short we have no tim e to ex peri­ 
ment with occupations and professions. 
The reason we have so many -dead fail­ 
ures is that parents decide for children 
what they shall do, or children themselves* 
wrought ou by some whim or fancy, decide 
tor themselves without any imploration 
of divine guidance. 
So we have now in 
pulpits men m aking sermons w ho ought to 
be in blacksmith shops making plowshares, 
aud we have rn the law those who instead 
of ruining the cases of their clients ought 
to be pounding shoe lasts, and doctors who 
are the worst hindrances to their patients 
convalescence, and artists trying to paint 
landscapes who ought to be whitewashing 
board fences. While there are others mak 
ing bricks who ought to l>e remodeling 
constitutions, or shoving planes who ought 
to be transforming literatures. 
Ask God 
about what worldly business you shall un 
dertake until you are so positive you can 
in earnestness sm ite your hand on Your 
plow handle, or your carpenter’s bench, or 
your 
Blackstone’* 
“ Commentaries,” or 
your medical 
dictionary, 
or your 
Dr. 
"Dick's “ Didactic Theology.” saying, “ For 
this eud was I bom .” 
There are children who early develop 
natural affinities for certain styles of work. 
When the father of the astronomer Forbes 
was going to london he asked his children 
what present he should bring each one of 
them. 
The boy who was to be an astrono­ 
mer cried out, “ Bring me a telescope!” 


on paper, ships or house* or birds, and you 
know they are to be draftsmen or artists of 
some kind. 
And you find others cypher­ 
ing out difficult problems with rare inter­ 
est and success, and you know they are to 
be mathematicians. 
And others making 
wheels and strange contrivances, aud you 
know they are going to be machinists. 
And others are found ex perim enting with 
hoe and plow and sickle, and you know 
they will be farmers. 
And others are al­ 
ways swapping jackknives or balls or bats 
and making som ething by the bargain, and 
they are going to be merchants. 
GOP MUST DECIDE. 
When Abbe de Ranee had so advanced 
In studying Greek that he could translate 
Anacreon at twelve years of age, there 
was no doubt left that he was intended for 
a scholar. 
But in alm ost every lad there 
comes a tim e when he does not know what 
he was made for, and his parents do not 
know, and it is a crisis that God only can 
decide. Then there are those born for some 
especial work, and their fitness does not 
develop until quite late. 
When Philip 
Doddridge, whose sermons and books have 
harvested uncounted souls for glory, be^ 
grin to study the ministry, Dr. Calamy, 
one of the wisest and best men, advised 
him to IM rn his thoughts to som« other 
work. 
Isaac Barrow, the em inent Clergy 
man and Christian scientistr-his bocks 
standard now, though he has been dead 
over two hundred years—was the disheart­ 
enment of his father, who used so say that 
if it pleased (rod to take any of bis children 
away he hoped it m ight be his son Isaac, 
So some of those who have been character­ 
ized for their stupidity in boyhood or girl­ 
hood have turned out the m ightiest bene­ 
factors or benefactresses of the human race. 
These things being so, am I not right in 
saving that in many cases God only knows 
what is the most appropriate thing for you 
to do, and he is the one to ask. 
And let 
all parents and all seboils and all univer 
sit leu and all colleges recognize this, and a 
large number of those who spent their best 
years in stum bling about among busi­ 
nesses and occupations, now trying this 
and now trying that, and failing in all, 
would be able to go ahead with a definite, 
decided and tremendous purpose, saying, 
“ To this end was I born.” 
YOU AKE MADE FOR HEAVEN. 
But my subject now m ounts into the 
momentous 
U t me say that you fire 
made for usefulness and heaven. 
I judge 
this from the way you are built, 
iou go 
into a shop where there is only one wheel 
turning and that by a workman’s foot on 
a treadle, and say to yourself, “ Here is 
som ething good being done, yet ou a sm all 
scale;” but if you go into a factory cover­ 
ing many acres, and you find thousands of 
bands pulling on thousands of wheels, and 
shuttles flying, and the whole scene bewil­ 
dering with activities, driven by water, or 
steam, or electric power, you conclude that 
the factory wa* put up to do great work 
and on a vast scale. 
Now, I look at you, 
and if I should find that you had only one 
faculty of boily, only one muscle, only one 
nerve, if you could see but could not be.*ir, 
or could hear and not see, if you had the 
use of only one foot or one hand, and, as to 
your higher nature, if you had only one 
mental faculty, and you had memory but 
no judgm ent, or judgm ent but no will, and 
if you had a soul with only one capacity, I 
would say not much is ex pected of you. 
But stand up, O man, and let me look 
you squarely in the face! 
Eyes capable of 
seeing everything. 
Ears capable of hear­ 
ing everything. 
Hands capable of grasp­ 
ing everything. 
Mind with more wheels 
than any factory ever turned, more power 
than Corliss engine ever moved. 
A soul 
that will outlive ail the universe, ex cept 
heaven, and would outlive all heaven if 
the life of other immortals were a moment 
short of the eternal. 
Now, what has the 
world a right to ex pect from you? 
What 
has God a right to demand of you? God is 
the greatest of economists in the universe, 
and he makes nothing uselessly, and for 
what purpose did lie build your body, mind 
and soul as they are built? 
There are only two beings in the universe 
whocan answer that question. 
The angels 
do not know’ 
The schools do not know. 
Your kindred can not certainly know. 
God 
knows, and you ought to know. 
A factory 
running at an ex pense of £ 500,000 a year, 
and turning out goods worth seventy cents 
a year would not be such an incongruity 
as you, O man, with such semi infinite 
equipm ent doing nothing, or nex t to noth­ 
ing, in the way of usefulness. 
“ W hat 
shall I do? ” you ask. 
My brethren, my 
sisters, do not ask me 
Ask God. 
There’s some path of Christian useful­ 
ness open. 
It may be a rough path, or it 
may be a smooth 
p ath, a long 
p ath or a 
short path. 
It may lie on a mount of con 
epicuity or in a valley unobserved, but it 
is a path on which you can start with such 
faith and such satisfaction and such cer­ 
tainty that you can cry out in the face of 
earth and hell anti heaven, “ To this end 
was I born.” 
Do not wait for ex traordi­ 
nary qualifications. 
Philip the Conqueror 
gained his greatest victories seated on a 
mule, and if you wait for some caparisoned 
Bucephalus to ride into the conflict you 
w ill never get into the world wide fight at 
C ornin 
the lor d ’s enemies with 
all. 
Samson slew the Lord’s enemies 
the jawbone of the stupidest beast created. 
Sh am gar slew six hundred of the Lord’s 
enemies with an ox goad. 
Under God 
spittle cured the blind m an’s eyes in the 
New Testam ent story. 
Take all the fac­ 
ulty you have and say: “ O Lord, here is 
what I have. 
Show me the field and back 
me up by om nipotent powder. 
Anywhere, 
anyhow, any tim e for God.” 
Two men riding on horseback came to a 
trough to water the horses. 
W hile the 
horses were d rin k in g, one of the men said 
to the other a few words about the value 
of the soul, and then they rode away, and 
in opposite directions. 
But the words ut­ 
tered were the salvation of the one to 
whom they were uttered, and he became 
the Rev. Mr. Champion, one of the most 
distinguished 
missionaries 
in 
heathen 
lands, for years wondering who did for him 
the Christian kindness, and not finding 
out until, in a bundle of books sent him to 
Africa, he found the biography of Brainerd 
Taylor and a picture of him, and the mis­ 
sionary recognized the face in that book as 
the man who, at the watering trough for 
horses, had said the thing that saved his 
soul.
